Missing W-2’s Delay 
Federal Tax Refunds 


DETROIT, MICH. — Missing 
W-2 wage and tax statements 
caused income tax refunds of 
3.279 taxpayers in Michigan to 
be held up. Thomas A. Cardoza 
District Director for Michigan 
said today. 

A copy of the W-2 wage and 
tax statement given out by each 
employer must be included with 
Federal income tax returns when 
they are filed. 

Taxpayers with more than one 
job must have a Form W-2 from 
each employer and all must be 
filed with the return, Mr. Car- 
doza said. 

When returns are received in 
IRS offices without W-2's to ver- 
ify all withheld taxes claimed, 
a letter is sent to the taxpayer 
requesting the missing docu- 
ment. Meanwhile processing is 
delayed until the W-2, or an ac- 
ceptable explanation of why ii 
cannot be furnished, is received 

Another major reason for de- 
laf of refund checks is iailure 
of taxpayers to include their 

‘ correct Social Security number. 

WAS ,of, last week, 2,356 refunds, ° 
"had been delayed in Michigan- 
because of errors in Social Se- 
curity numbers, Mr. Cardoza re- 
ported. 

Refunds are also being held up 
because of other errors or fail- 
ures to follow instructions that 
are included with the tax forms. 

Included in the tax returns 
filed up to last week are 7,116 
with mistakes in arithmetic. 
Another 16,747 used the wrong 
tax table Mr. Cardoza said. 

Already 15,398 tax returns have 
been filed without necessary sig- 
natures. These have to be sent 
back to taxpayers before they 
can be processed. 

So far this year, the IRS Serv- 
ice Center in Cincinnati has pro- 
cessed 478,341 refunds for Michi- 
gan taxpayers totaling $138,663,- 
618.

Q) Since I’m not sure what 
my income will be this year, 
can I use 1969 figures for my 
estimated tax? 


A) Yes, one method that 
can be used to make an esti- 
mated tax declaration is to 
base it on last year’s income 
and expense figures. Make any 
adjustment. you think neces- 
sary in these figures when you | 
file the declaration. 

Should your income situa- | 
tion change after filing, make! 
the required adjustment when | 
you make the next installment 
payment. The change can be 
made on the estimated tax 
worksheet you used to figure 
your original declaration. 

If you received a package of 
pre-addressed estimated tax 
vouchers in the mail, use one 
to. make each quarterly pay- 
ment, This will assure proper 
erediting of your payments. If 
you need to file an estimated 
tax declaration and did not re- 
ceive the Form 1040ES pack- 
age by mai}, the forms can be 
obtained at your local IRS 
office. 


Q) I sold some shares of 
stock I inherited from my 
arene How do I report 
this? 


A) Report any gain or loss 
on Schedule D. Generally, the 
gain or loss will be the differ- 
ence between proceeds of the 
sale and the fair market value 
of the stock at the date of 
decedent's death.

Q) Is a company pension 
taxable? 


A) If the company paid the 
entire cust, the pension usually 
will be tully taxable when you’ 
receive the proceeds, If you 
contributed to the cost of the 
pension, bhen unly a portion is 
taxable.
